President and Secretary of War Decide 


to Leave Him tn Command 


Washing-ton, 'Aug. 11—The New York 


Herald's correspondent is able to re- 
port as follows: 


Major General Otis will remain in 


supreme command in the Philippine 
islands. 
Should he request to be re- 


lieved, Major General Lawton will be 
assigned to duty as his successor. 


This is the decision reached by the 


President and Secretary Root during 
their conferences at Lake Champlain. 
Secretary Root made no secret today 
of the purpose of the president to re- 
tain General Otis in coritrol at Manila, 
and so informed General Miles at a 
long conference. It is evident that, 
notwithstanding General Merritt's ex- 
pressed desire to return to Ma.nila, he 
will not have the opportunity, and even 
Lawton's promotion: is conditional upon 
the request of Otis to be detached from 
command. 


It was learned today that former Sec- 


retary Alger, just before his retirement, 
recommended that General Otis be re- 
lieved on the ground tha.t he had not 
proven himself equal tp the emer- 
gency. 


Much dissatisfaction is expressed by 


friends of the administration at the 
decision of the president to allow Gen- 
eral Otip to continue his efforts to sup- 
press the insurrection, but it i& stated 
that MeKinlcy wishes to give him n» 
ohanci* t,o show what he can do with 
50,000 offootive troops. General Miles 
favors pending additional cavalry, but 
I was told that Secretary Root has no 
intention at present of doing this.

Two Important Opinions 


Paris, Aug. 11—M. Cleminceau, in 


the Aurore, commenting on the Drey- 
fus case, says: 


"The examination of the secret dos- 


sier has commenced, and the battle is 
now on. 


"Yesterday accuser and accused had 


a preliminary skirmish, which, how- 
ever, showed nothing of their respec- 
tive strength. But we heard Dreyfus 
trying to control his feelings and cry- 
ing his innocence. How fearful it is that 
the president coulfl, find no other reply 
to make to them: 


"Thpn you deny the charge?" 
"Deny what! Good God, they con- 


denmned this man for having been the 
author of the bordereau, which it is 
now known Bsterhazy wrote. And Es- 
te'rhazy dares not present himself at 
Hennes, having been acquitted of a 
crime which he now admits having 
done. 
"What madness, opposed to all human 
logic, to hunt about to find out whether 
Dreyfus could have such aiid such a 
matter mentioned in the bordsreau 
written by Esterhazy which he could 
know nothing about!" 


M. Comely, writing in the Figaro in 


ironical vein, says: 


"The wretch! Tes, he denies every- 


thing, this Dreyfus of misfortune! He 
obstinately declares, 
with 
criminal 


vehemence, that he is not the traitor. 
He assumed this cynical attitude at the 
first audience and today must have 
acted similarly before the secret dos- 
sier. It is the height of impudence! 


"When Dreyfus was sent to the Isle 


du Diable because Esterhazy wrote the 
bordereau, this criminal's dossier would 
not have filled the cover of a package 
of cigarette papers. 


"General de Boisdeffre, seeing this, 


said to the newly appointed chief of the 
secret intelligence office, Colonel Pic- 
quart: "There's nothing in this dossier. 
We must find something to put in it, 
for his family'asks explanations which 
it would be difficult to answer. 


'Colonel Picquart, not seeming t» be 


in the humor to fill out the dossier, was 
sent to the devil, and '' unediateiy the 
dossier swelled out."

Vanderlip's Good Work. 


"Washington, Aug. 11.—An increase in 


the salaries of about 180 persons in the 
bureau of engraving and printing has 
been made by order of Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Vanderlip. Mr. 
Vanderlip, by the introduction of econ- 
omies, has effected a saving of about 
$20,000 a year, which he can spend in 
deserved increases of salaries, prin- 
cipally among the poorer paid employes. 
Of the 180 who will receive advances, 
only six have heretofore drawn salaries 
above $1000 a year. All the others were 
paid from $300 to less than $900 annually. 


Japan's Tobacco Trade.

that the Japanese government has con- 
cluded arrangements for the purchase 
of tobacco through agents, and will ob- 
tain supplies generally from the United 
States. 
Japan has recently established 


the tobacco monopoly as a means of 
increasing bw ffcvenues, and Americans 
interested In tobacco have feared this 
might cut off the trade they have here- 
tofore enjoyed with that country. But 
Minister Buck's report seems to as- 
sure a continuance of the trade.

News, Richmond, Norfolk and Hampton 
with the state board of health and rep- 
resentatives of the

service. The local quarantine against 
Norfolk remains Jn force, but will be 
raised tomorrow evening. The record 
of the scourge to this date shows a total 
of 43 cases, of which 11 resulted fatally.

ruined. The wires are down. 


Five Hundred* Lives Lost 


San Juan.P. R., Aug. 11—It is now 


said that 500 lost their lives in the 
Ponce hurricane.

Arroto on the south coast 
was destroyed and 16 killed there. The 
town is still submerged. At Guayamo 
starvation threatens the population.

Thousands Pesttllute 


Washington, Aug. 11—General Davis 


at Porto Rico today sent fuller details 
of the damage to the islands by the 
hurricane. He says famine is pending 
and asks authority to issue rations to 
the destitute, rice and beans principal- 
ly. "He says 100,000 are destitute. Sev- 
eral towns were demolished. Half of 
the people of the island subsist entire- 
ly on fruit and vegetables and the 
storm entirely destroyed this source of 
support.

Mutinous Chinese Overcome. 


Seattle, Aug. 11.—Trouble that had 


been brewing on theUnitSd States trans- 
port Victoria for several days culmin- 
ated in a mutiny yesterday. Nearly 60 
of the Chinese crew were in op'en re- 
bellion against the captain and his of- 
ficers. A terrible battle appeared im- 
minent and was only averted by the cool 
nerve of the ship's first and second offi- 
cers, who stood in the face of the angry 
Celestials with drawn pistols. There 
was fighting for a time and the mutinous 
Chinamen fovrget their way from be- 
tween decks forward up the companion 
ladder to the upper deck and ttience back 
to nearly amidships before their onrush 
was finally stayed. Had it not been for 
the presence on board of carpenters and 
shipwrights armed with hatchets, ham- 
mers and saws, the Chinamen might 
have won. The reason for the mutiny 
is a demand for more money and shore 
leave on the part of the crew. 


Gotham a Thieves' Nest. 


New York, Aug. 11.—More than 100 


patrolmen in uniform filled the seats 
reserved for witnesses at yesterday's

RACING IN MOSCOW. 


tbe Horse* Kun Not Side by Side, but In 


Opposite Direction*. 


It ia a racing day in Moscow. The 


course is swept free from snow and fol- 
lows tho wooded shores with red paint- 
ed railings on each side. On one side 
is a stand, \v5th seating room for sev- 
eral thousand people, and a special box, 
with tent hangings, for the governor 
general, surmounted by the imperial 
eagle in gold. In front of this box, low- 
er down, you see the prizes, consisting 
t>f gold aud silver Cups, vases and orna- 
mental pieces, all in Kussiuu style and 
taste. 


A bell rings, the course is cleared by 


mounted gendarmes and -$he competitors 
in due order take their places in front 
of the stand, but not side by sido, as 
they always start from opposite sides of 
the course, with heads also turned in 
opposite directions. 
Tbe usual race 


course buna and noise of the betting 
men are heard and increase in volume 
as the bell rings the second time. They 
are off! And the fascination of rapid 
motion, open air and strenuous exertion 
throws its spell over the assembly, high 
and low, for trotting is certainly the 
most fashionable and beloved sport in 
Kussia. You cannot recognize people 
just yet—the great fur collars are raised 
and reach over the fur caps,, leaving 
only red tipped noses, beneath which 
appear never missing cigarettes. The 
ladies' heads are almost entirely cov- 
ered by woolen wraps, so here again 
you can only guess who is who. To a 
stranger not investing his money in 
backing bis opinion as to winners, the 
game might seem monotonous enough, 
as the horses do not finish side by side, 
but in the way they started. Yet the 
.Russians think differently, and, besides, 
are there not plenty of vodka and caviare 
to be had between the races? 


Single horses are pitted against each 


other, drawing light little sleighs, in 
•which tbe driver is seated very low 
down and far away from the horse, ow- 
ing to the long shafts intended to give 
the horse perfect freedom of action. A 
whip is not used, but on the reins are 
metal buckles over the quarters, which 
are employed instead, and almost all 
horses run without blinkers. 


Sometimes a horse is attached to the 


sleigh on one side of the trotter, who is 
between the shafts. He is the pacemak- 
er and gallops the whole course, 
whereas, it need not be st&d, the trotter 
must not break. 
Then follow pair 


horses, harnessed, and lastly troikas 
with three horses, 
sometimes four 


abreast. Troikas are very barbarously 
gaudy and clumsy things to look at, but 
exceedingly comfortable all the same.— 
Badminton Magazine.

The Truth About General Otl» 


Our army knew all along -where the 


strength of the insurgents was cen- 
tered, and yet with two or three thou- 
sand troops to spare no effort was made 
to rout the Filipinos from their strong- 
hold. General Lawton came on with 
the Seventeenth infantry, and no com- 
mand -was given him for days. He wan- 
dered around like a sight-seer of the 
petty skirmishes that occurred. What 
was the meaning of all this delay when 
time was so precious and the rainy 
season was beginning to set in? No one 
could satisfactorily answer the ques- 
tion and all looked toward the palace, 
where General Otis sat engrossed in 
petty details of civil government.- Our 
division and brigade generals were 
anxious to get at the enemy. Rumor 
after rumor spread through the city, 
but nothing occurred. Never was an 
army in better condition for fighting 
than ours. The commissary depart- 
ment was in perfect shape, and while 
siege food and siege prices prevailed 
in Manila, our boys' mess-plates were 
heaped -with hearty and even, dainty 
food; for, besides the substantiate, .the 
canned preserves of California were 
handed out in abundance. 


Our arsenals were full of amunition 


and our batteries well stationed. Our 
cavalry was fully equipped and well 
organized, and our infantry was tented 
along the lines in magnificent condi- 
tion. Still we allowed the insurgents to 
linger about us every night and pick 
off our outposts. It was as if we were 
on the defensive, while any generaTof 
experience i« the field was free to say: 
"Give me three thousand men and I 
will clean out the whole insurgent 
army." We left the other islands in a 
state of terror, while the insurgents 
sent out small detachments of a hun- 
dred men each and occupied all the 
principal seaports of the Visayas and 
Mindanao. General Otis notified Gen- 
erl Rios, the commander of the Spanish 
forces m the Philippines, that he would 
hold him responsible for the .peace of 
the rest of the islands; but how was a 
general of a defea-ted army to enforce 
such an order? Iloilo capitulated and 
the Spanish troops embarked for Zan- 
boanga, in Mindanao, where there is 
and old Spanish fortress. What did 
they care for Iloiln and Cebu, now that 
their power in the islands was broken? 
Tot General Ot'3 refused tof consider 
territory outside of thes ix-mile lines 
of Manila other *han Spanish territory. 
So we had to r^end two war-ships to 
Iloilo and Cebu and fight for a terri- 
tory that might have been occupied 
without bloodshed. Negros voluntari- 
ly asked for annexation, and protection, 
the capitalists foreseeing the reign of 
terror that would result from a Tagalo 
invasion. It was not to our credit that 
we did not occupy that island weeks 
before we did. Two of the most im- 
ports of Mindanao are now in the hands 
of a few Tagalos, who have seized the 
helpless government and imprisoned 
the priests, and yet General Otis does 
nothing to secure this great, rich island, 
perhaps the most valuable and richest 
of our Philippine acquisitions. 
The 


Spaniards have no further interests in 
guarding the Philippines. Daily they 
are embarking for Barcelona by the 
thousands. Why should -we, a great 
nation, look to them to protect the ter- 
ritory we have taHen from them? Great 
English, Spanish and Belgian syndi- 
cates are buying up immense tracts of 
church property for a mere song and 
awaiting developments, while the friars " 
of the Dominican, Franciscan, Capuch- 
in and Augustinian orders are embark- 
ing for Spain and South America. 


No one who has studied this problem 


can attribute to other than political or 
incompetent reasons the cause for^uch 
a. delay. Either General Otis is totally 
unfit for a military commander, or 
Washington politicians are manipulat- 
ing the strings of the government. 
From a miltary standpoint there is no 
reason for standing in the mud in a 
Philippine rainy season, when the road* 
are rivers and the streams torrents, 
and allowing the insurgents to continue 
their active plans for erecting fortifi- 
cations and buying arm*. We have the 
soldiers; .we have guuur&lft in command 


of division* and brigade* who am fight- 
ers; we have a commissary second to 
none the world has ever known, and we 
have a clear stretch of country only cut 
up by occasional Small streams. We 
have a great fieet in the harbor and 
numerous small boata to ply the rivers 
and protect our advances. We have a 
fully equipped transportation depart- 
ment, besides a line of railway along 
the route penetrating the insurgents' 
stronghold. We have every necessary 
equipment to fight a strong army of 
equals, while on the other hand we are 
•only opposed by a poorly-managed and 
partially-armed body of people, un- 
skilled in the art of modern warfare; 
who have but few artillery pieces, and 
•who don't know how to use what they 
have; who are already suffering for 
lack of food and are running low in 
ammunition- This is easily attested by 
the fact that the Mauser now is seldom 
heard, and the Springfield is fired with 
a reloaded cartridge, the ppwder in 
which won't carry the bullet 500 yards. 


Under these conditions the- army is 


chafing and getting discouraged and 
disgruntled. 
Petty 
jealousies 
are 


springing up, and the new-comers find 
themselves kept back and down, while 
the old-comers are not allowed to fight. 
The army and navy are at variance. 
Admiral Dewey has gone home at last. 
The subordinates in the army are dis- 
gusted with, the state of affairs. The 
volunteers want to fight and go home, 
and the regulars are indifferent to the 
whole proposition. All are asking 
"What are we here for?" and "What 
will the American people think of us?"

Lynn, Mass.. Aug. 11.—Doubt is ex- 


pressed by the majority of the most 
prominent shoe manufacturers of Lynn 
as to any tangible results from the recent 
meeting of shoe men at Philadelphia, as 
far as obtaining; higher prices for shoes 
is concerned, as, without some form of 
combination, or at lea&t of concerted 
action, it will be found impossible to 
arbitrarily force up the prices. The 
difficulties in the way of combination 
were pointed out at the time of the for- 
mation of the American Hide „ and 
Leather company, when the practica- 
bility of a shoe trust was informally dis- 
cussed by fihe manufacturers of this city, 
and the conclusion arrived at that it uas 
an utter impossibility for the shoe trade, 
with its manifold and complicated in- 
terests, to take any common ground in 
self-defense from, the operations of the 
po%verful combinations in lines which 
most directly affected them, 


"This is our weak point, as compared 


with other industrial lines in the sirug-gls 
for better prices," according to Mr, 
Baker of the firm of A. F. Smith & Co. 
"We have too many interests involved 
in our different lines of manufacture to 
get a sufficient number of our men who 
want the same things, or for whose bene- 
fit any given action would be likely to 
serve. Of course, a rise in prices all 
along the line would benefit everybody. 
But how are we to get it, without agree- 
ment among the manufacturers? In 
isolated cases, a, manufacturer will be 
found who will take a determined stand 
and refuse to accept orders at old rates, 
I fail to see how he gains 'by it to any 
extent, while scores of others are willing 
to cut the ground from his feet by their 
•willingness to keep on selling their shoes 
at the same prices rather than refuse 
orders." 


T. Corcoran of Thomas Corcoran & 


Sons ,says> that he does not anticipate 
any direct result from the meetings of 
the manufacturers, but adds that in- 
directly he expects that good will result 
from such meetings and the publicity 
given to their proceedings. "The cause 
of insufficient prices for shoes lies in the 
unwillingness of the public to give any 
more for shoes than they have been ac- 
customed to. The matter will adjust it- 
self, as it is obvious that a, reasonable 
profit must be made, but as I have said, 
the difficulty lies in the unwillingness of 
the consumers to recognize present con- 
ditions, and the more publicity is given 
to the facts of the case, the sooner will 
they understand that they will either 
have to pay identical prices for inferior 
goods, or consent to a, small advance on 
previous rates, and the more will manu- 
facturers be encouraged in making a de- 
termined stand against continuing to 
make goods at a loss, or ?t least a mini- 
mum of profit."

BEVEBE TEIAL AT SANDY HOOK. 


Fmeleas Shell Containing; Thirty- 


nine Found* of Thorite Was Fired. 
Ont to Sea and Did Not Explode. 
Small Quantity of It Will Sink a 
8attle»nip. 
Thorite, the new high explosive of- 


fered to the war department by Dr. 
Hiram P. Turtle of Tacoma. sucess- 
fully withstood a severe test at the 
Sandy Hook proving ground the other 
day. 
A 12 inch service shell was 


charged with 39 pounds of this new 
destroyer aud fired from a seacoast 
rifle. The shell was not fused. The 
explosive withstood the enormous pres- 
sure of the detonation of 450 pounds of; 
brown powder at the base of the shell 
.and went out to sea without exploding. 
Had the shell been fused it could have 
been exploded w-hen it struck the wa- 
ter, and the force of the explosion 
would have been sufficient to put out 
of action, if not send to the bottom, 
any heavily armored battleship in the 
immediate vicinity. 


Thorite, in all tests made by Major 


Heath «at Sandy Hook, has been fired 
with absolute safety, and a test is yet 
to -be made showing that it cannot 
withstand severe service conditions. 
Should the further tests of the Tuttle 
explosive be as successful as those 
made thus far, it is likely that the 
board of ordnance and fortification will 
recommend to the secretary of war 
that it be adopted for the service. 


One of the ordnance officers at the 


Hook told the New York Sun reporter 
that thorite was showing up remark- 
ably well, and that it seemed that it 
was such a high order destroyer and at 
the same time so safe.to use that its 
adoption would render unnecessary 
any further experimenting with shells 
specially designed to protect the burst- 
ing charges of high explosives from the 
shock of firing and impact. 
But so 


often in recent years have new explo- 
sives failed after a long series of suc- 
cessful tests that the ordnance officers 
prefer to wait before becoming too en- 
thusiastic over thorite. 


Just now It's a battle between thorite 


and the Isham shell. Since the failure 
of many shells pf peculiar design suc- 
cessfully to carry high explosives out 
of service seacoast guns, the ordnance 
experts have.been devoting their en- 
ergies to the study of high explosives. 
It is a' coincidence that Just when 
Isham, the Vermont engineer, is bring- 
ing out a shell of special design to 
carry any explosive, Dr. Tufctle comes 
forward with a high explosive which 
doesn't seem to need any specially 
made shell. The tests of the Isham 
diaphragm shell will be soon renewed. 
Two 12 inch Harveyized nickel steel 
armor plates were recently shipped to 
Sandy Hook from Pittsburg. As soon 
as they are received at the proving 
grounds they will be set up against 
oak and earth and attacked with 12 
Inch Isham^hells. 


The other day 20 shells, each carry- 


ing 2^2 poun<le of thorite, were fired 
from a 5 inch siege gun with perfect 
success. The shells were unfused and 
were fired down the beach. None ex- 
ploded. This firing was made to find 
whether thorite would withstand the 
high pressures developed in siege guns. 
The high chamber pressure of 40,000 
pounds to the square inch, 4,000 pounds 
above the service pressure, was record- 
ed during the firing. A few days ago 
thorite was fired from the 2% inch 
Sims-Dudley powder pneumatic gun, 
to determine its destructive force. The 
shell was fused, and the crater made 
by the explosion down the beach indi- 
cated that the new explosive Is about 
as powerful as blasting gelatin. A 7 
Inch shell was fired from the Ames 
rifle. Tills shell carried a little over 
five pounds of thorite, and the shell, 
When it exploded, flew into thousands 
of pieces. 
These tests were highly 


satisfactory to the ordnance officers. 


Nearly every day Major Heath ia 


making experiments with smokeless 
powders. The chief work of the sea- 
son has been the Investigation of these 
powders to determine upon an abso- 
lutely safe method of firing them. The 
bursting of a 10 inch gun in the spring, 
under service conditions, made it im- 
perative that something be done at 
once to prevent another such accident. 
The trouble has been, so the experts 
now believe, in the manner of igniting 
the firing charge. Their theory is that 
smokeless powder, slightly deteriorat- 
ed, as was the powder used at the time 
«f the accident, does not ignite easily 
and that the powder at the base of the 
chamber detonates first. At the prov- 
ing ground this summer a tube perfo- 
rated with many holes and loaded with 
black powder has been Inserted the 
length of the smokeless powder charge. 
The tube of powder, exploding all at 
once, ignites the whole firing charge in 
one instant. This method of ignition 
has worked with entire success, and 
the abnormal pressures are no longer 
met with.

macao IS bodies have been recovered. 
Eight hundred persons are starving 
here."

Leeward Islands Suffer. 


St. Thomas, D. W. I., Aug. 11.—The 


island of Montserrat, British West In- 
dies, was completely devastated by a 
hurricane Monday. All the churches, 
estates and villages were destroyed, and 
nearly 100 persons were killed. In ad- 
dition many were injured and rendered 
homeless, and terrible distress exists 
among the sufferers. 


Late advices from St. Kitts say that 


a hurricane with a velocity of 70 miles 
destroyed about 200 small houses i»*Jie 
towns and did considerable damage to 
the harbor.

ments Attributed to 
Him. 


Chicago, Aug. 11.—In a personal letter 


to H. H. Kohlsaat of the Chicago Times- 
Herald, Sir Wilfrid Laurier denies the 
truth o£ an interview recently given out 
by F. W. Fitzpa'trick of the treasury de- 
partment, Washington, in which Fitz- 
patrick asserted that' Premier Laurier 
had stated to him he would not accept 
an invitation to the Chicago autumn 
festival, believing the somewhat strained 
relations between the two countries 
migiht result in some unpleasant incident 
during his visit. In his letter Premier 
i.aurier says: 


"You 
are at liberty to say that I have 


paid no attention to an interview pub- 
lished recently in a Washington paper, 
in which the reporter purported to give 
to the'public words not spoken to him by 
me, but to somebody else. Life is too 
short for a busy man to take notice of 
this kind or any other kind of hearsay 
evidence. If I had any communication 
to make to the public I would prefer to 
make it directly,and in my own words. 
It seems to me that I need hardly add 
that the invitation of the Chicago au- 
thorities will receive from me the most 
courteous consideration." 


At the next meeting of the committee 


on invitations and arrangements the 
Canadian premier will be invited to at- 
tend the festival. This will be the first 
invitation extended to Laurier, as the 
members of the committee deny thftt

cerned to the simple facts which under- 
lie the whole matter. 
The mystery is, 


why should a great conspiracy, includ- 
ing generals, statesmen and officers of 
all ranks, force itself on a simple cap- 
tain of artillery, who, as far as has 
appeared, had done no one any harm 
or excited an enmity? Also, why should 
those conspirators, after condemning 
Dreyfus to unheard of torture, then com- 
mit perjury, forgery, suicide, and prob- 
ably murder in the case of Lemercier 
Picard, in order to keep Dreyfus a 
prisoner on Devil's island, when few, in 
fact, practically.none of them, had any 
personal acquaintance with him what- 
ever? 


It has remained for the Esterhazy let- 


ter to furnish the missing link, and any 
sane mind should have no difficulty in 
seeing the true state of affairs at a 
glance without giving Esterhazy's ex- 
tuses, explanations 
and 
accusations 


against Dreyfus, all of which are twisted 
Iround a dead man, Colonel Sandherr, 
who cannot now deny them. 


Esterhazy makes specific statements 


in the letter just received, which are of 
the highest significance, as follows: 
"I 


entered into relations with Schwarz- 
koppen, the German military attache, 
in 1894. Schwarzkoppen told me that 
he had in his service at the French min*- 
Istry of war a captain of artillery. 
I 


told this to Sandherr, and he said: 'I 
know the man, and I've got him.' 
I 


wrote the bordereau on Sandherr's in- 
Itructions, and took it myself to the 
German 
embassy 
when 
I 
knew 


Schwarzkoppen was away from Paris on 
leave. 
It was seized there by one of 


our agents, a German, and taken to Col- 
onel Henry. 
Henry was my friend. 
I 


had lived beside him for a long time. 
He knew me very well. 
He knew my 


handwriting 
better 
than 
anybody. 


Henry said to me 'Our hands are full 
of proof against Dreyfus.' " 


These are specific statements, and 


this was the absolute beginning of the 
action against Dreyfus. 
The two ac- 


tive agents in causing it were Esterhazy 
and Henry. 
Esterhazy wrcjte the bor- 


dereau and had it delivered by a spy 
to Henry, who knew he wrote it. 
The 


arrest having been made and the court- 
martial instituted, the further action of 
these two conspirators is full of the 
greatest interest. 
All the evidence 


against Dreyfus on which he was con- 
demned, degraded and transported con- 
sisted of two things, the bordereau, now 
admittedly written by Esterhasy, ana 
the secret dossier. 


Concerning this secret dossier, which 


is now being considered with closed 
doors by the court-martial at the Lycee, 
Colonel Henry's testimony at the Zola 
trial seems to have been entirely for- 
gotten.

In a Tight Fix When Blae- 


Jacketa Lauded and Went to Their 
Support—How the Native* Heenrd 
the VlniU of Our Wurnhii>«—C»B- 
tain Mulioltt' Death. 
The New York Times' Manila corre- 


spondent, writing under (late of .Tune 
1C about the navy's work in the Phil- 
ippines, says: While the principal work 
of fighting the Filipinos has been for 
some mouths carried on by the troops 
of General Otis and his two able lieu- 
tenants, Lawton and MacArthur, the 
navy has at all times been ready to 
lend a helping hand. The left flank of 
the northern division of our army an<l 
the right flank of the southern division 
almost touch the waters of Manila 
bay, so that the commanding generals 
entertain no fear that those portions of 
their commands will be molested. 


While this is particularly the case to 


the southward, where the Monadnock 
and Monterey, with their big guns, 
keep venturesome insurgents at a re- 
spectful distance, to the northward, 
until everything was gobbled up by 
our victorious and ever advancing 
troops, we had the Helena, with Cap- 
tain Swinburne in command, and the 
little gunboat Callao, whose doughty 
commander, Lieutenant Tappan, hai 
made a fighting reputation far and 
away beycafi the size of his vessel. 
Always there right on time seems to 
be the motto under -which these two 
craft do their fighting, and it is al- 
ways well done. The landing of the 
Colt automatic gun, under command 
of Ensign Cleland Davis, and its re- 
maining ashore with the advance of 
the army for the greater part of two 
months shove how its efficient handling 
was appreciated. 
On several occa- 


, sions its work added largely to the 


i laurels gained by the soldiers, and the 


I gun, with its outfit, including, of 
course, its very able personnel, became 
very popular with the army. 


Around the bay wherever supplies 


were forwarded to feed the insurgents 
so strict a watch has been kept that it 
is safe to say that no supplies reach 
the Filipinos except by means of an 
occasional fishing canoe. These duties, 
small in themselves, have been ex- 
tremely arduous, as they require vig- 
ilance night and day, the entry into 
small and well protected ports and fre- 
quent boat expeditions to overhaul 
suspicious craft and investigate thor- 
oughly the contents of huts and 
churches along the shore. 


While war is the usual mission on 


which warships are generally bound 
now and again they are sent about to 
"show the flag" and not to do any fir- 
ing unless the other side fires first. 
The natives look with open eyed won- 
der whenever one of our vessels ap- 
pears in the offlngy and it is generally 
a signal for all women, children and 
noncombatants to take to the woods. 
The ableoodied men who have rifles 
muster behind the sand dunes or seek 
the shelter afforded by breastworks 
that have been erected to cover the 
landing places. 


When' one of our vessels appeared 


off a moderate sized village, a boat 
was sent in bearing a flag of truce, 
which was met half way by a canoe, 
from which was displayed a similar 
peaceful emblem. 
The naval officer 


representing our side said our errand 
was not to destroy their town or kill 
their people, but merely to have a 
"chat" with the leading man of the 
place and perhaps to buy some provi- 
sions. The reply was that the man in 
charge of the canoe came off on "behalf 
of the soldiers on shore, who belonged 
to a government that did not want 
anything to do with our government, 
to arrange the preliminaries about the 
fight. They wanted to know about 
the time to be allowed to get the wo- 


, men, children and household

away before tne shells were fired. The 
men proposed to stay and fight It o\u 
If it took all summer, which in this 
hot climate means the year through. 
The idea of their rifles against .the 
big guns of the ship seemed absurd.

Bacor church Tvith telling effect. 


The Manila, commanded by Lieuten- 


ant Commander Nazro, who had re- 
cently relieved Commander Singer, 
now steamed toward the insurgent 
guns and opened with all her fire, be- 
ing joined soon after by the Helena. 
Seeing a number of our soldiers de- 
ployed along the beach to the north- 
ward and engaging the enemy, the 
Manila, leaving the other vessels to 
deal with the batteries, whose fire was 
then practically silenced, turned and * 
steamed toward them to render any 
possible aid. This movement was made 
none too soon, for on the arrival of 
the Manila at the scene of action the 
advance of the troops had been check- 
ed, and the leading groups were being 
withdrawn to join the main body.

WEAVERS' TROUBLE SETTLED 


Conference This Morning Adjusts Mat. 


ters That Caused Grievance 


in Eclipse Mil! 


It is believed that the dissatisfaction 


of the weavers ,in the Eclipse and 
Beaver mills, which has been expressed 
of late and which it was feared might 
result in trouble at the mills, has been 
satisfactorily settled. 
A conference 


was held this morning between a rep- 
resentative of the weavers' union and 
the management of the mills, and the 
misunderstandings which lias caused 
the dissatisfaction of the weavers were 
discussed. 


As reported in this paper when the 


weavers took action their grievance 
was chiefly that they had been prom- 
ised an increase of 10 per cent for night 
work and five per cent for day jjvork, 
which they claimed they had not re- 
ceived. 
This schedule, however, ap- 


plied to those whose looms were in use 
by two shifts, night and day, and was 
intended to pay for the loss of time in- 
cident on the use of the same looms by 
two different weavers, neither of whom 
could leave it in the same condition al- 
ways in which it was left by the 
man before. 


A number of the weavers have been 


doing overtime night work, and claimed 
the increase, but 39 their looms were 
used by themselves alone, there was 
none of the loss of time from changing 
shifts, and this was explained this 
morning. 


In addition to this, the weavers who 


are paid by cuts handled, claimed that 
the slashers had been making the cuts 
longer by several yards than they 
should be. This made over work for 
which they were not paid. The man- 
agement agreed to pay the weavers 
hereafter by the yard, so that the 
length of cut will make no difference 
in the pay. These results of the inter- 
view will be announced to the union at 
the next meeting, and it is believed 
that they will be entirely satisfactory, 
so that no trouble such as was feared 
may be expected. The entire city will 
rejoice in this settlement of what has 
caused some worry.

A meeting of the special com- 
mittee of arrangements was held 1:3- 
fore the regular meeting of the union, 
and it was decided to send representa- 
tives to Pittsfield Sunday to confer with 
the Pittsfield union in regard to one or 
two points that are in doubt. 


The spinners of Adams will take 300 


to Pittsfield. and nearly every affiliated 
union is making great efforts, to get out 
the largest possible attendance. It is 
probable that considerably over 1000 
will go from here. 


At the regular meeting of the union 


there was more discussion of the plans 
for the event. A new union, the Last- 
ers', became affiliated with the Central 
Labor union, and its five delegates who 
were present were seated. This union 
?']cls largely to the membership of the 
certral organization. 


A number of matters were discussed. 


One of the chief of these was in regard 
to the building of the new ward 3 
school house. The legislative commit- 
tee will investigate the matter, especi- 
ally with regard to the inspection of the 
building. The union feels that in build- 
ing the previous school houses the in- 
spection has been ctx-e'e^sly done, ^nd 
will try to influence the school commit- 
tee to have a competent man give his 
entire time to it with this building. 


Crop Report for July 


The Massachusetts crop report bul- 


letin issued by the state board of agri- 
culture has the following reports from 
towns in central or northern Berkshire: 


Cheshire—Indian corn is looking fine- 


ly; no silos about here. Hay is about 
80 per cent of a normal crop, of fail- 
quality. 
Millet is being sown to some 


extent to help out tlip hay crop and 
the pastures. Early potatoes are few 
in the hill; peas quite a good crop. Ap- 
ples begin to show more than at first, 
other fruits not plenty. Pasturage is 
very much improved. Grain compares 
favorably with former years. 


New Ashford—Potato bugs are doing 


.some damage. Indian corn is in fair 
condition, but .none of it will ?o into 
the silo. The hay crop was off in, quan- 
tity but excellent in quality. Market- 
garden crops look well. Potatoes are 
a light crop with prices good. Pastures 
have come on finely since the 
rains. 


Oats are" a fine crop. 


Dalton—Potato bug's are doing1 some 


damage. Corn is in good condition and 
half of it will go into the silo. Hay is 
a two-thirds crop of No. 1 quality. Peas 
and oats, peas and millet, Japanese 
millet, barley and cabbages are the 
principal forage crops grown. Market- 
garden crops are backward with prices 
favorable. 
Apples are a two-thirds 


crop, pears one-third/peaches a failure 
and plums a two-thirds crop'. Pastur- 
age is short. Rye, oats and barley are 
not up to tb> average. 


Scarcity ot Freight Cars 


In connection with the scarcity of 


freight cars, which as reported yes- 
terday is so great that paving brick are 
being brought here in cattle cars, the 
following from the railroad news in 
yesterday's Boston Globe will be of in- 
terest: 


New Kngland railroads are suffering 


from a car famine. It in stated that 
orders have been placed for 
50,000 


freight cars of the largest size, in order 
to cope with the enormous increase in 
traffic 
which is gradually launching 


its volume on the roads -centering on 
the seaboard. These cars are needed to 
move the vast crops which are finding 
their way to the Atlantic coast for 
shipment abroad. 
Portions of these 


crops go by every steamer, and the 
New England roads have been unable 
to keep pace with the demands made 
upon their carrying capacity.
